But the little egotist of big egotisms 
is offensive, not so much because of 
his egotisms'as because of his little- 
ness and inefficiency. 
Often such a 


one furnishes a paradox. He will be 
afflicted 
with1 subconscious feeling 


that if he do not boast and greatly 
pretend, ho will not convince you 
that he is all he claims—nay, that he 
will not even convince himself. Hence 
his anxious eagerness to conceal the 
truth, to overcome idiisbdMef.

these vices may 
harden with 
the 


hardening of the arteries. Should we 
not then look for fit instruction to 
teach us to grow old, maafully if not 
gracefully.

To many the meatless day will be 


the most disturbing for the long es-

homes. When*the young wife cooked 
her first meal she prepared it around 
the kind of meat she served. 
Ever 


since her first thought at meal pre- 
paring or planning time has been 
meat. 
Patriotic people will of course 


agree to carry out Mr. Swenson's re- 
quest, and it will be easy. Some fam- 
ilies like meat for breakfast, but a 
cereal—and it can be wheat on Tues- 
day—with rolls and coffee will be 
all right until noon. In some homes 
dinner is served at 12 o'clock and is 
the big meal of the day. 
In others 


lunch is served at noon and dinner at 
6, and the last meal is the big meal. 
In the homes where we are used to 
eating dinner at noon we will miss 
the meat at first, but we can get 
along. 
Luncheon at 6, then, will be 


easy and we can have meat every day 
for a week thereafter as far as the 
war is concerned. In the other homes 
we will do without meat for supper. 


On Wednesday we can have corn 


bread, or muffins. Some of us do not 
eat bread at all, and others very little. 
To that class Wednesday will be 11x2 
any other day. Some of us will miss 
our wheat bread, but we can get 
along without it. 
If we look at this suggestion as an 


order some of us may resent what 
might be called an infringement upon 
our personal liberty, but if we look a; 
It in the right light, and realize thr-t 
it is only one way in which we who 
stay at> home may serve our country, 
we will agree that it is a good idea. 


On Tuesdays, when we loi\g for 


meat, and, on Wednesdays, when we 
crave wheat bread, all we have to do 
is to think of the thousands of Wis- 
consin men who are serving their 
country in another way, not only eat- 
ing the plain but wholesome food 
which Uncle Sam gives them, but 
offering their lives if that sacrifice 
becomes necessary- 
And if we go 


without a part of our meat and a 
part of our'wheat it means that those 
soldiers will have more meat and 
more wheat. 
That ought to be incentive for a

ON PROPOSED ROAD 


The State Hlghwa y Committe will 


hold a hearing in this city on_Friday 
October 5th, for the purpose, so far 
as we can learn by the notice sent 
out by the state, of deciding on the 
location of the trunk lines in the 
county in which the hearings will be 
held and' the location of routes in 
adjacent counties will also b e taken 
up and discussed.- 
H .would be interesting to know 


just what this legislative highway 
committee has in mind and what 
their ideas are, but as yet it is ap- 
parently impossible to find out. There 
was some discussion in the fore part 
of the game about building several 
federal roads about the state, same to 
be located where the fellows with the 
most pull designated. They were to 
start nowhere in particular, cut out 
most of the towns along the route and 
end when the money gave out. This 
plan was discussed to some extent, 
but i\ could not be decided who had 
the most pull, so after several months 
of cathauling it was announced that 
the original plan had been abandoned 
and another adopted. The new plan 
was to have the federal road touch at 
every county seat in the state. 
It 


was figured that this would solve the 
problem, and every county seat would 
be satisfied, and it would be neces- 
sary to run thru other towns, and the 
chances were that there woudd be a 
large number of satisfied people after 
it was all over. 
The mere fact that there was not 


enough money to build even one- 
tenth of this amount of road was 
never mentioned by anybody. 
As ». 


matter of fact, the money available 
for road building purposes would not 
pull a split log drag over the entire 
highway system as proposes by the 
legislative committee, !et alone bulW 
this amount of road, but this made 
no difference to anybody in particu- 
lar 
There was the money to spend 


and it is necessary to decide where 
to spend it, and it will be necessary 
to deride soon. The notice that has 
been sent out by the state for the 
coming meeting is as follows:

PORPOISE FISHERY 
IS 


One of Least Known Industries Has 


Been in Existence at Cape Hat- 


tcras for 200 Years. 


One of (ho oldest and least-known 


industries In America Is the porpoise 
llshery which has boon operated from 
Capo'llarix-ras In North Carolina for 
about -00 years. It should attain an 
unusual prosperity In the next few 
years, for tho bureau of fisheries is 
urging moro general use of porpoise 
hides in place of cowhides. It is an 
excellent leather, and could undoubt- 
edly be. used more widely. 


Heretofore tho most valuable prod- 


uct of the fishery has been tho oil 
which Is extracted from the Jaws of 
the porpoise, and Is worth about $20 
i\ gallon. It Is universally used for 
'lubricating watches and other very del- 
Icato mechanisms. Tho body, blubber 
is also valuable. Attempts to manu- 
facture fertilizer out of tho carcass 
have, failed because of tho distance 
from a fuel supply. 
, 


The porpolso aVo taken at Hnttcrns 


In seines, operated from the shore, and 
It Is probably tho only place In Amer- 
ica whore this has ever been done 
successfully. 
During the fall, winter 


and spring many porpoises are seen 
oft the. South Atlantic coast, and at 
Hattoras they come within a few hun- 
dred yards of the surf. 
They are 


taken by spreading seines about 200 
yards outside the surf, linos. As soon 
us the porpoises have come Inside the 
seines, they are dragged ashore. Often 
ti whole school of these sea creatures 
is taken in a single haul. 


Scattered all over .the Yucatan peninsula are 


monuments to a civilization that nourished thou- 
sands of years ago. .lust how many thousand no- 
body knows and scientists differ very materially in 
their Ideas on tho siibjocl. Tho prevailing belief, 
however, Is that this civilization was in full swing 
as late as the beginning of the Christian era. Other 
scientists assort that the ruins an'ledixtu those of 
Kwpt. 
Yucatan can well ho called "Tho American 


figypt." Tho ruins of 172 cities, big and little, have 
boon'discovered and not a quarter of (bo territory 
has been explored, that is, carefully explored, for 
the tropical verdure makes the finding of them 
very diillcult. 
You might pass within a hundred 


foot of \\ wonderful old templo or pyramid a hun- 
dred times and not discover it, so effectively does 
the Jungle screen these crumbling monuments of 
the distant past: and shield them from tho prying 
oyo.s of this Iiuiulsltlvo and presumptuous age. 


Of tho 172 clusters of ruins discovered, two sets 


represent what wore'once largo, and prosperous 
cities, of about half" a million Inhabitants each. 
Doubtless at different times eacli one of these two 
cities was the capital of the country.,. 


One- oi: the .cities Is Uxmal, pronounced "Ush- 


mul," situated in the southwestern part of Yuca- 
tan, and tho other Is Chichen Itscu, in the eastern 
part of tho state. One Is six.miles away from tho 
railway's end through the,,Jungle and the other 18. 
'in both cases the road leading out is little better 
than a trail and without question the roughest 
road that a wheeled vehicle was ever pounded to 
pieces on. 
v To my mind tho most interesting ruin of all is 
"The House of the Dwarf" at Uxnml. 
It Is n 


pyramid, with a temple on top whore the priests 
imude human sacrifices. The'steps on one side are 
fairly well preserved. A double chain Is run down 
them so that It 3s possible to reach the top If you 
have a .cool head. Once there you crawl through 
a hole knocked in the temple wall nnd come out 
on n platform which was tho sacrificial altar: 


On that platform the priests stood and with 


knives of (lint cut out the hearts oC living victims ^ 
and hold the gruesome, objects aloft, still throb- 
bing, for the populace below to gaze at. In the 
great quadrangle at the foot of that side of the 


pyramid the Inhabitants of the city gathered to 
watch those festal doings. Fifty thousand people 
could stand in it. Around '.bis huge court runs a 
palace, two stories high and beautifully carved. 


• which was the home of the nuns, for whose special 


delectation those sacrifice" were made. The nuns 
wero the aristocrats of ancient llnyn society. 


On all four of' the inne- sides of this palace are 


carved two lingo snakes, whose bodies are en- 
twined as they twist around ihe structure. These 
snakes have human, her'ls ar-l tassels for tails. In 
alii the ruins tho carvings are of the same pe- 
culiar design. 
The patterns of the borders and 


tho general ornamentation strongly suggest the 
Egptian. 


What !s most wonderful of. all is how they were 


able to cut those huge blocks of stone and then 
carve them so bountifully without metal ham- 
mers or chisels. There is no iron or other metal 
in The country and-so.all they bad to work with 
was flint. How they raised the blocks into place 
none can explain. 
That remains as much of a 


mystery as the Pyramids of Egypt. This Is used 
as an argument to prove that the same race of 
peo'-le did them both. 


Tliei-3 are many more ruins standing at Chichen 


Itza than at Uxmal, hut In both cities all the 
smaller structures and private houses have disap- 
peared. The agos have' worn them n\viVy or earth- 
quakes shaken them down and the jungle has cov- 
ered nil. The natural accumulation of soil for'cen- 
turies has also covered them many feet deep. The 
bases of the big buildings still in sight are, of 
course, below the present surface.- Not much has 
been done in the way of excavating, for the gov- 
ernment Is only just turning its attention to these 
wonderful relics of the past. 


The ruins have several feats In mason work that 


are beyond our twentieth century architects, such 
as'arches without keystones, leaning walls, round 
corners, hanging terraces, and so on. The walls 
are all enormously thick and the rooms rather 
small, oven iu the houses of the governors or 
kings, or whatever they were called. Most of these 
rooms are now inhabited by bats and are not at all 
pleasant places. 
There are no flat celling to be 


found. 
All are finished with pointed arches.—

In other words, while we seem 


to have lost little in production as against 1809. 
wo dropped off 7,000,000 pounds In these two 
years. 


Promotion of Increased production of shoop un- 


doubtedly is our groat economic problem. One of 
the paramount features regarding tho present 
shortage In clothing is due to tho universal lack 
of proper grading and caring for the wool from 
farm to factory. 
Although tho United States 


ranks as one of the loading wool-producing coun- 
tries oC tho world, thousands of pounds of good 
wool annually aro permitted to go to waste be- 
cause of (ho farmer's slackness in grading and 
preparing 'us clip for the market. 
The present 


educational program of the bureau of animal hus- 
bandry tends to remove this loss. 


This moans that the amount of, wool Imported 


annually by American manufacturers is equal to 
moro than one-half of the home-grown clip. For- 
eign wool growers. Australians 
In particular, 


maintain a uniformly high-grade standard In the 
handling of their wools. This care in preparation 
for market has served to give that country, a wool 
backed by a reputation that readily Insures it full 
value at'the lime of selling to tho manufacturer.

SCHOOL TRANSPORTATION LAW 


Opening of the rural schools of 


die state has centered attention on a 
new law passed at the last session 
of the legislature Which greatly ex- 
tends the' scope of the old statute 
providing pay for transporting child- 
ren to school. 
The state' superin- 


tendent of schools' has issued the 
following statement on the subject: 


"Transportation must be provided 


or at least six months, and no dis- 
trict will be permitted to draw aid 
'or the transportation of children un- 
ess each child for whom aid -is de- 
nanded attends school while being 
transported regularly for at least five 
yionths, The state will pay ten cents 
i day toward 
the transporting of 


children that are conveyed more than 
,wo and less than three miles; fifteen 
cents a day for children .transported 
nore than three and less than four 
vi i Los; and twenty-five cents a day 
or children transported more than 
'our miles. 


"An Important provision is to the 


effect that In the case of children 
who live more than four miles from 
any school, the school board of the 
district may in' its discretion, in lieu 
of transportation, board the children 
under certain conditions 
and 
re- 


strictions near the school. The state 
will pay aid for such children ,as 
hought they were .transported. , 


"In case the electors of a school 


district refuse-to vote to instruct the 
joard to' transport children 
living 


nore than two 'miles, from school, 
he statute provides that the parents 
or guardians of such children may 
.ransporl, them to .school, and that 
;he district must pay the parent 20 
cents a day If or such child transported. 
.0 school, provided the transportation 
was furnished, and the child, attended 
while being transported for at least 
five months. 
The state will • reim- 


lursfi the district ten cents for each 
jhilcl transported. 
This, is an Import- 


ant feature.

"Heretofore the parent, no matter 


low far ho might live from, the school 
:ould not secure transportation un- 
ess the electors of the district voted 
n favor of furnishing it. Under this, 
aw, if the ,electors are opposed to' 
.transportation, the parent can trans- 
port .his children and tho district 
must pay the amount fixed by statute 
for each child," •

fishery which has been operated from 
(.'apt: H.-iMeras in North Carolina for 
about UDII years. 
It should attain an 


unusual prosperity in the next few 
years, for tlio bureau of fisheries is 
urging more general use of porpoise 
hides in place of cowhides. It is an 
exeelhnl leather, and could undoubt- 
edly hi. 
1, used more widely. 


Heretofore.1 the most valuable prod- 


uct ot! the lishe-y has been the oil 
which is extracted from the jaws of 
the porpoise, and is worth about ?-0 
n gallon. 
It is universally used for 


lubricating watches and other very del- 
icate mechanisms. The body blubber 
is also valuable. Attempts to manu- 
facture fertilizer out oC the carcass 
have 
failed because of the distance 


from a fuel supply. 


The porpoise an; taken at Hatteras 


in seines, onerated from the shore, and 
it is probably the only place in Amer- 
ica where this has ever been done 
successfully. 
During the fall, winter 


and spring many porpoises are seen 
ofC the. South AtUuitic const, and at 
Hatteras they come within n few hun- 
dred yards of the surf. 
They are 


taken'by spreading seines about 200 
yards outside the surf lines. As soon 
as the porpoises have come Inside the 
seines, they are dragged ashore. Often 
a. whole school of these sea creatures 
is taken in a single haul.

One of Least Known Industries Has 


Been in Existence at Cape Hat- 


tcras for 200 Years. 


Scattered all over .the Yucatan peninsula are 


monuments to a civilization that nourished thou- 
sands of years ago. Just liou- many thousand no- 
body knows and scientists differ very materially in 
Vhol'r ideas on the subject. Tiie prevailing belief. 
however, Is that this civilization was in full swing 
n« late as the beginning of the Christian era. Other 
scientists assert that the ruins antedate those of 
Eirypt. 


Yucatan can well be called "The American 


Egypt." The ruins of 172 cities, big and little, have 
been discovered and not a quarter of the territory 
has been explored, thai is, carefully explored, for 
the tropical verdure makes the finding of theui 
very difiirult. 
You might pass, within a hundred 


feet of n wonderful old ie:nple or pyramid a hun- 
dred times and not discover it, so effectively does 
the jungle screen these crumbling monuments of 
the distant past and shield them from the prying 
eyes of this infiulsil.ivu and presumptuous age. 


OC the 172 clusters of ruins discovered, two sets 


represent what were once large nnd prosperous 
cities, oC about half" a million inhabitants each. 


i Doubtless at different times each one of these t\vo 


cities was the capital of the country. ,. 


Oue of the cities is Uxmal, pronounced "TJsh- 


mul," situated in the southwestern part of Yuca- 
tan, and the other is Chichen Itza, iu the eastern 
part of the state. One is six miles away from the 
railway's end through th§Jungle and the other 18. 
In both cases the road leading out is little better 
than a trail and without question the roughest 
road that a wheeled vehicle was ever pounded to 
pieces on. 
v To my mind the most interesting'ruin of all Is 
"The House of the Dwarf" at Uxninl. It Is a 
pyramid, with a temple on top where the priests 
made human sacrifices. The steps on oue side are 
fairly well preserved. A double chain is run down 
them so that it is possible to reach the top if you 
have a cool head. Once there you crawl through 
a hole knocked in the temple wall and come out 
on a platform which wns the sacrificial altar. 


On that platform the priests stood and with 


knives of flint cut out the hearts of living victims 
and held the gruesome objects aloft, still throb- 
bing, for the populace below to gaze at. In the 
great quadrangle at the foot of that side of the 


pyramid the Inhabitants of the city gathered to 
watch these festal doings. Fifty thousand people 
could .stand in It. Around 'his huge court runs a 
palace, two stories high and beautifully carved, 
which'was ihe home of the nuns, for whose special 
delectation these sacrifice'- were made. The nuns 
wore the aristocrats of ancient llaya society. 


On all four of' the inne- sides of this palace are 


carved two huge snakes, whose bodies are en- 
twined as ihey twist around ihe structure. These 
snakes have human her-ls a^-l tassels for tails. In 
nlli the ruins the carvings are of the same pe- 
culiar design. 
The patterns of the borders and 


the genera! ornamentation strongly suggest the 
Kgptinn. 


What !s most wonderful of sill Is how they were 


able to cut those huge blocks of stone am1, then 
carve them so beautifully without m"tal ham- 
mers or chisels. There is no iron or oilier metal 
in t'ho country nnd -so all ihey had to work with 
was flint, 
none can 
mystery as 
as an argument 


How i.hey raised the blocks into place 
explain. That remains as much of a 


the Pyramids of Egypt. This is used 


to prove that the same race of 


people did them both. 


Ther? are many more ruins standing at Chichen 


Itza than at Uxmal, but in both cities nil the 
smaller structures and private houses have disap- 
peared. The ages have' worn them away or earth- 
quakes shaken them down and the jungle has cov- 
ered all. The natural accumulation of soil for-cen- 
turies has also covered them many feet deep. The 
bases of the big buildings still in sight are, of 
course, below the present surface. Not much has 
been done in the way of excavating, for the gov- 
ernment Is only just turning its attention to these 
wonderful relics of the past. 


The ruins have several feats in mason work that 


are beyond our twentieth century architects, such 
us arches without keystones, leaning walls, round 
corners, hanging terraces, and so on. The walls 
are all enormously thick and the rooms rather 
small, even in the houses of the governors or 
kings, or whatever they were called. Most of these 
rooms are now inhabited by bats and are not at all 
pleasant places. There are no Hat ceiling to be 
found. 
All are finished with pointed arches.—

UNIVERSITY POCLTRYMEN 


RAISE YOUiVG OSTRICHES 


After 42 days' incubation, five 


healthy young, ostriches, were 
last 


week added to the collection, of com- 
mercial poultry maintained 
at 
the 


college of agrlculure, University of 
Wisconsin. 
. When . they broke -the 


shells and stepped forth into the in- 
cubator there was not much room to 
spare, for each-one starts life about 
the si/e of a Plymouth Rock hen. 


One dozen ostrich eggs were given 


to the university poultry plant by 
officials of the Madison city zoo af. 
Henry Vilas park. Five have already 
hatched and signs of life are visible 
in the others. 


It is not the intention of the poul- 


try' specialists at' the college of agri- 
culture to enter seriously into the 
raising of ostriches, chiefly for two 


reasons: the market for plumes is 
gone, and the birds require special 
care and excellent -feed when kept 
under domestic conditions. It takes 
three years for an ostrich to reach 
maturity. 
This is the first time, it ia believe I 
that eggs from ostriches in captivity 
have been 
successfully 
incubated. 


Even no less-an-authority on wild life 
than Cy B. DeVry of the Lincoln 
Park Zoo, Chicago, .discouraged the 
attempts of the university -pouitry- 
men.

:ho state has centered attention on a 
now law passed at tho last session 
of tho legislature which greatly ex- 
tends the' scope ol! tho old statute 
providing pay for transporting chlld- 
•on to school. 
Tho state" suporln- 


icndonl of schools1 has Issued tho 
'ollowlng statoment on the subject: 


"Transportation must bo provided 


'or at least six months, and no dls- 
.rlct will bo permitted to draw aid 
'or tho transportation of children un- 
less each child for whom aid Is de- 
manded attends school while being 
transported regularly for at least live 
nonths. Tho stato will pay ten centa 
:i day toward 
tho transporting 
of 


children that are convoyed more than 
:wo and loss than three miles; fifteen 
jonts a day for children transported 
11 ore than three and less than four 
iillos; and twenty-five cents a day 
lor children transported more than 
'our miles. 


"An Important provision Is to the 


effect that In the case of children 
who live more than four miles from 
uiy school, the school board of t'he 
llslrlct may In its discretion, in lion 
of transportation, board tho children 
.indor certain conditions 
and 
re- 


strictions near the school, 
The state 


will pay aid for such children as 
,bought they were transported. 


"In case tho electors of a school 


district refuse to vote to instruct the 
board to transport children living 
noro than two 'miles from school, 
;he statute provides that the parents 
or guardians of such chllklron may 
.ransporl thorn to school, and that 
the district must pay the parent 20 
;onts a day ll'or such child transporter! 
.a school, provided the transportation 
wan furnished and the child attended 
while being transported for at least 
Ivo months. 
The stato will relm- 


I';iirs6 tho district ton cents for each 
hild transported. This Is an import- 
in t foaluro. 


"Heretofore the parent, no matter 


now far ho might live from tho school 
jould not secure transportation un- 
less tho electors of tho district voted 
n favor of furnishing H. 
Under this 


nw, if the electors uro opposed to' 


i transportation, the parent can trans- 
port his children and tho district 
must pay the amount fixed by statute 
for each child."

SCHOOL TRANSPORTATION LAW 


Opening of the rural schools of 
the state has centered attention on a 
new law passed at the last session 
of the legislature which greatly ex- 
tends the' scope of the old statute 
providing pay for transporting child- 
ren to school. 
The state superin- 
tendent of schools1 has issued the 
following statement on the subject: 
"Transportation must be provided 


i'or at least six months, and no dis- 
trict will be permitted to draw aid 
for the transportation of children un- 
less each child for whom aid is de- 
manded attends school while being 
transported regularly for at least five 
months. The state will pay ten cents 
i day toward the transporting of 
children that are conveyed more than 
two and less than three miles; fifteen 
cents a day for children transported 
more than three and less than four 
mil.es; and twenty-five cents a day 
for children transported more than 
four miles. 
"An important provision is to the 


effect that In the case of children 
who live more than four miles from 
any school, the school board of the 
district may in its discretion, in lieu 
of transportation, board the children 
under certain conditions 
and 
re- 
strictions near the school. 
The state 
will pay aid for such children as 
thought they were transported. 
"In case the electors of a school 
district refuse to vote to instruct the 
board to transport children living 
more than two 'miles from school, 
Lhe statute provides that the parents 
or guardians of such chilidren may 
transport, them to school, and that 
the district must pay the parent 20 
cents a day Ifor such child transported 
to school, provided the transportation 
was furnished and the child attended 
while being transported for at least 
five months. 
The state will reim- 
burs6 the district ten cents for each 
child transported. 
This is an import- 


ant feature. 
"Heretofore the parent, no matter 
how far he might live from the school 
could not secure transportation un- 
less the electors of the district voted 
in favor of furnishing it. Under this 
law, 
if the electors are opposed to 
transportation, the parent can trans- 
port his children and the district 
must pay the amount fixed by statute 
for each child."

giving the rule and regulations ne- 
cessary to be observed in packing 
apples under the new Wisconsin apple 


^''^ding law. 
The new law requires that all Wi:; 


cousin apples sold in closed pac'-.- 
ages from this time on be packed in 
grades and these grades be stampel 
on the box with the owner's name 
and address. 


A heavy fine is provided for mis- 


branding a barrel or for misrepre- 
senting the contents by putting the 
good fruit on the top of the barrel. 
This law has resulted in great bene- 
fit to both grower and consumer in 
states where it has been in force for 
some time. The consumer who wants 


good article has found that he can 


n w buy home grown fruit and be 
sure that it is what it is represented 
to be, while on the other hand, the 
grower finds a better market for a 
good, honest product than formerly 
because it does not have to compete 
with other barrels in which all the 
good fruit is on the top layers. 


The state department of agriculture 


is planning to help the growers take 
advantage of this law. It a grower 
files a request in advance, an in- 
spector will be sent out to help him. 
get started grading and packing cor- 
rectly.

University Professor Discovers Fund- 


amentals of Christian Relifdou ' 


Were Evolved 2,500 B. C. 


Dr Stephen Langdon has just de- 


ciphered tablets in the University of 
Pennsylvania 
museum 
which 
are 


thousands of years old. 
The doctrine of a Messianic hope, 


of the expectation 
of 
deliverance 


from sin and suffering by a, God-man 
in the shape of a king, goes back to 
at least 2,500 B. C.. when the Sum- 
erian theologians evolved a theory 
which has been the basis of Jewish 
and Christian religion ever since, ac- 
cording to his discoveries. 
The new tablets are of interest be- 


cause they show that the Sumerians 
never lost hope that the restoration 
to a state of sinlessness and happi- 
ness 
thru the agency of the gods 


would come and their 
faith 
was 


pinned on earthly kings who were 
deified and worshipped in thesShope 
that one would be a deliverer. Elab- 
orate rituals' were made for all o£ 
them, but each failed. 
Then came 


the Semite conquest of Sumer and the 
era of pessimism set in, as shown by 
the famous epic of Gilgamish, one 
missing book of which has just been 
found in the Nippur collection of the 
University museum. 
. 
The Semites had no such Messiani • 


hope, since the story of Gilgamish, 
hero of the epic of Gilgamish, is the 
antithesis of the restoration of Para- 
dise, and this is the more important 
because Gilgamish himself was half- 
god. 
It is presumed that the Jewr 


got their idea of a Messiah from thu 
Sumerian epics rather 
than 
from 


their own congeners in Babylonia. 
The discovery is 
considered 
im- 


portant because it shows that the Su- 
merians who first gave an account of 
the creation, flood and fall of man, 
which were adoped by the Jews, also 
provided the first theme of a God- 
man who should suffer death and re- 
deem the people from the loss of 
paradise. All of 
these 
documents 


date from before the time of Abra- 
ham and apparently are copies of 
those much older. The fundamentals 
of Jewish and Christian religion are 
shown in tablets at least 4,500 years 
old.

After 42 days' 
incubation, five 


healthy young ostriches 
wera 
last 


week added to the collection of com- 
mercial poultry maintained 
at 
the 


college of agriculure, University of 
Wisconsin. 
When 
they broke -the 


sheila and stepped forth into the in- 
cubator there was not much room to 
spare, for each one starts life about 
the siy-e of a Plymouth Rock hen. 
One dozen ostrich eggs were given 


to the university poultry plant by 
officials of the Madison city zoo at 
Henry Vilas park. Five have already 
hatched and signs of life are visible 
in the others. 


It is not the intention of the poul- 


try specialists at the college of agri- 
culture to enter seriously into the 
raising of ostriches, chiefly for two 


reasons: the market for plumes is 
gone and the birds require special 
care and excellent -feed when kept 
under domestic conditions. It takes 
three years for an ostrich to reach
